1. (ORIGINAL) A method of managing the distribution of facsimile messages 
to a recipient, comprising: 

receiving a message from a transmitting facsimile via a telephone network, the 
message comprising receiving fax server telephone number appended vnth a recipient direct 
dial telephone number; 

automatically parsing the message to extract the recipient direct dial telephone 
number from the message; 

receiving a fax payload from the transmitting facsimile in the fax server; 

determining an e-mail address and at least one recipient fax preference from the 
direct dial telephone number; 

processing the fax payload according to the recipient fax preference; and 

directing the processed £six message according to the recipient fax preference. 

2. (ORIGINAL) The method of daim 1, wherein the step of processing the 
fax payload in the fax server according to the recipient fax preference comprises the steps of: 

reading a grayscale transfoma from a memory accessible to the fax server; and 
applying the grayscale transform to the fiax payload 

3. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1, wherein the step of automadcally 
parsing the message to extract die recipient direct dial telephone number from the message 
is performed by a fax card. 

4. (ORIGINAL) The method ofclaiml, wherein the step of automatically 
parsing the message to extract the recipient direct dial telephone number from the message 
is performed by a processor responding to instructions to extract the recipient direct dial 
telephone number from the message. 
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5. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1, wherein the step of determining an e- 
mail address and at least on recipient fiix preference from the direct t^i^l telephone number 
comprises die seeps of: 

calling an application program intctface in die fax server to an applicadon managing 
recipient information comprising the e-mail address and the direct dial telephone number of 
the recipient; and 

searching the recipient information for the e-mail address corresponding to the 
direct dial telephone number. 

6. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1, the message further comprises a 
cransmitting facsimile identification and >^^heiein the £ax preference describes an 
idenuficarion of a junk fax source, and the step of processing the converted fax message 
according to die recipient fax preferences comprises the step of deleting the received fax 
payload if the tiansmitting facsimile identification corresponds to the identification of the 
junk fax source. 

7. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1, whereia the fax preference describes 
a preferred portable document forrriat, and the step of processing the fax payload in the fex 
server comprises the step of converting the fax payload to the preferred portable document 
format. 

8. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1, wherein the fax preference describes 
forwarding £ax information, and the method further comprises the step of forwarding die 
fax message according to the forwarding fax infbtmation. 

9. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of 
transmitting a confirming message to the transmitting Eacsimile. 

10. (ORIGINAL) The method of daim 9, wherein the confirming message 
comprises a portion of the fax payload. 
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1 1 . (ORIGINAL) An apparatus for managing the di$tiibution of fecsimile 
messages to a ledpieat, comprismg; 

means for receiving a message £tom a aansnutting fecsimile via a teIc:phone net^rork, 
the message comprising receiving fax server telephone number appended with a recipient 
direct dial telephone number; 

means for automatically parsing the message to extract the recipient direct dial 
telephone number ftom the message; 

means for receiving a fax payload from the transmitting facsimile in the fax server; 

means fox determining an e-mail address and at least one recipient fex preference 
from the direct dial telephone numbeti 

means for processing the fax payload according to the recipient fax preference; and 

means for directing the processed fax message according to the recipient fax 
preference. 



12. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 11, wherein the means for processing 
dae £ax payload in the fax server according to the recipient fax preference comprises: 

means for reading a grayscale transform from a memory accessible to the fex server; 

and 

means for applying the grayscale transform to the fax payload, 

13. (ORIGINAL) The apparams of claim 11, wherein the means for 
automatLcally parsing the message to extract the recipient direct dial telephone number from 
the message is a fax card. 

14. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 11, wherein the means for 
automatically parsing the message to extract the recipient direct dial telephone number 
comprises a processor responding to instructions to extract the recipient direct dial 
telephone number from the message. 

15. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 11, wherein the means for 
determining an e-mail address and at least one recipient fax preference from the direct dial 
telephone nimiber comprises; 
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means for csdling an applicaiion program interfkce ia the fax server to aa applicarion 
managing ledpient infonmrioa comprising the e-mail address and the direct dial telephone 
number of the redpicat and 

means for searching the recipient information for the e-mail address corresponding 
to the direct dial telephone number. 

16. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 11, the message further comprises a 
transmitdng ficsimile identificadon and wherein the fax preference describes an 
identification of a junk fax source, and the means for processing the converted fax message 
according to the recipient fax preferences con^rises means for deleting th^ received £ax 
payloadif the transmitting facsimile identification corresponds to the identification of the 
junk fax source. 

17. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 11, wherein die fex preference 
describes a preferred portable document format, and the means for processing the £six 
payload in the &x server comptises means for converting the fax payload to die preferred 
portable document format 

18. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of daim 1 1, wterein the fax preference 
describes forwarding fax information, and the apparatus further comprises means for 
forwarding the fax message according to the forwarding fcx information. 

19. (ORIGINAL) The appatams of claim 1 1, farther comprising means for 
ttansnutring a confirming message to the Transmitting facsimile. 

20. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 19, wherein the confirming message 
comprises a portion of the fax payload. 

21. (ORIGINAL) A program storage device, readable by a computer, tangibly 
embodying ac least one program of instmctions executable by the computer to perform 
method steps of managing the distribution of facsimile messages to a recipient, the method 
steps comprising the steps ofc 
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receiving a message from a transmittirig facsimile via a telephone network, the 
message comprising receiving fex server telephone nvitnber appended with a recipient direct 
dial telephone number; 

automatically parsing the message* to extract the recipient direct dial telephone 
number from die message; 

receiving a fax payload from the transmitting facsimile in the £ax server; 

determining an e-mail address and at least one recipient fs^ preference from die 
direct dial telephone number; 

processing the fax payload according to the rec^ient fax preference; and 

directing the processed fax message according to the redpienc fax preference. 

22. (ORIGINAL) The program storage device of claim 21 > wherein die method 
step of processing the fax payload in the fax server according to the recipient fax preference 
comprises the method steps of: 

reading grayscale transform from a memory accessible to the fax server; and 
applying the grayscale transform to the fax payload. 

23, (ORIGINAL) The program storage device of claim 21, wherein the method 
step of automatically parsing the message to extract the recipient direct dial telephone 
number from the message is pcrfomied by a fax card. 

24. (PREVIOUSLY AMENDED) The program storage device of claim 21 , 
wherein the method step of determining an e-mail address and at least on recipient fax 
preference from the direct dial telephone number comprises the method, steps of: 

calling an application program interface in the frx server to an application mana ging 
recipient information comprising the e-mail address and the direct dial telephone niomber of 
die recipient and 

searching the rec^ient information for the e-mail address corresponding to the 
direct dial telephone number. 

25, (ORIGINAL) The program storage device of gloim 21, the message further 
comprises a transmitting facsimile identification and wherein the fax preference describes an 
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identification of a junk fax soxurce, and the mediod step of processing the converted hx 
message according to the recipient fex preferences comprises the method step of deleting 
the received fax payload if the transmitting facsimile identification corresponds to the 
identification of the junk fiax source. 



26. (ORIGINAL) The program storage device of claim 21, wherein the fax 
preference dcsctibes a preferred portable document format, and the method step of 
processing the fax payload in the fax server comprises the method step of converting the faic 
payload to the preferred portable document format. 

27. (ORIGINAL) The progtam storage device of claim 21, wherein the fax 
preference describes forwarding fax infomaarion, and the method steps further comprises 
the method step of forwarding the fiix message according to the forwarding fax information. 

28. (ORIGINAL) The program storage device of claim 21, wherein the method 
steps further comprising the method step of transmitting a confirming message to the 
transmitting facsimile. 

29. (ORIGINAL) The program storage device of claim 28, wherein the 
confirming message comprises a portion of the fax payload. 

30. (PREVIOUSLY ADDED) The method of claim 1. further comprising the 

step of: 

detecting whether the fax payload is essentially identical to an earlier received fex 
payload, 

3L (PREVIOUSLY ADDED) The method of claim 30, ftjrther comprising the 

step ofi 

terminating the reception of the fax payload if the fax payload is essentially identical 
to an earlier received fax payload 
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32. (PREVIOUSLY ADDED) The method of ckim 31, furthet compdsing the 

srep of: 

flagging the £ax payload for deletion if the fax payload is essentially identical to an 
cailier received fax payload. 
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
